IO.—Gov. 
Len Small of Illinois, after resist­ 
ing arrest on indictments charging 
embezzlement and conspiracy 
for 
three weeks on the plea of execu­ 
tive immunity, or that "the king 
can do no wrong,” as stated by his 
counsel, late last 
evening 
finally 
submitted to Sheriff Mester after 
the latter had beseiged the 
state 
capitol with deputies lor several 
hours. 
The governor protested his 
ar­ 
rest until the last, charging perse­ 
cution and asserting his innocence, 
but the sheriff of Sangamon coun­ 
ty was adamant and 
insisted on 
taking the governor from the exe­ 
cutive mansion to the courthouse 
where Abraham Lincoln 
used to 
practice law before accepting the 
bonds. There Small 
gave surety 
for $50,000 and went his way 
to 
await trial on the 
charge of de­ 
frauding the people of the state of 
some $2,000,000 while state treas­ 
urer, through alleged failure 
to 
turn over to the state the 
proper 
interest on state funds. 
It was a dramatic 
day 
in the 
capital of Illinois and 
the whole 
city was at white heat for hours as 
the climax of the long contest be­ 
tween the governor and county of­ 
ficers 
drew 
near. 
After 
the 
governor 
had 
refused through­ 
out the 
day to yield 
to ser­ 
vice of the three warrants held by 
the sheriff, the latter had told him 
he would serve the papers at that 
time or as soon thereafter as pos- 
either quietly or with any neces­ 
sary effort. 
When the sheriff 
went to the 
capitol to perform his duty as di­ 
rected by Judge Smith of the coun­ 
ty court, Small, attended by sever- 
el advisers, was in his office 
and 
refused to come out at the sheriff’s 
request. 
The sheriff then placed 
deputies around the building 
to 
block any undeterred egress of the 
governor and sat down in the lobby 
to smoke until the chief officer of 
the commonwealth should decide 
to emerge. 
He announced he had the advan­ 
tage of the beseiged man because 
he had taken precautions 
to eat 
his luncheon before investing 
the 
capitol and laughlingly remarked 
that he had little else except the 
arrest of the governor 
to occupy 
his time.

At the fair grounds a part of the 
pageant scenery was leveled to the 
ground by the wind, but this is be­ 
ing replaced this forenoon by work­ 
men and if weather conditions per­ 
mit that big attraction will be pre­ 
sented tonight. 
In White City about twenty-five 
tents were

down by the 
wind.

the approval of high schools. 
The sum apportioned for Pettis 
county is $47,156.71, which is about 
$15,000 more than this county re­ 
ceived last year.

LITERACY TEST FOR ELECTORS. 


Missouri and 
other states which 
have no literacy tests for voters no 
doubt shall watch with interest the 
action of New York state electors next 
fall 
on a constitutional 
amendment 
providing that no person shall be en- 
i titled to vote by attaining majority, 
by naturalization or otherwise, unless 
such person is also 
able, 
except for 
physical disability, to read and write 
I English. 
Literacy t^ ts for electors, while un­ 
known in many states, have for years 
been enforced 
in 
various common­ 
wealths of the east and in a number 
of southern states. Because it is charg­ 
ed that such laws were enacted to de­ 
crease the negro vote, the educational 
tests in the south have been attacked. 
However, there has been little oppo­ 
sition to the law when it is honestly 
applied, as in New England, 
where 
ability to read portions of the consti­ 
tution set before the voter is the usual 
test. 
While there 
is little 
likelihood of 
the submission of a similar proposal to 
Missouri electors 
in the near future, 
the outcome of the vote in New York 
is expected to influence sentiment for 
or against the 
idea 
in states which 
now impose no tests. 
If such a law 
were placed on the statute books, it 
would affect a comparatively 
small 
number of persons except foreigners. 
It would, 
however, operate without 
discrimination as to 
the 
democratic 
principle. 
And it would also be the 
means of obtaining an intelligent vote 
on many proposals which now 
are 
approved 
or defeated 
because 
the 
elector does not understand them.

There are still in progress a large 
number of these performances, most 
of which are declared to be of doubt­ 
ful value to the country’s welfare. The 
critics point 
out 
that 
hundreds of 
thousands.of dollars are being spent 
upon them. 
Every inquiry authoriz­ 
ed carries with it an appropriation for 
the 
employment 
of 
stenographers, 
printing copies of hearings, traveling 
expenses to distant cities and the like. 
Although more than half the member­ 
ship of the two congressional bodies 
are attorneys, it is a common practice 
to hire special counsel for these cases. 
All this would be well enough if, in 
a single instance, 
important 
results 
were shown in usable formation, in 
punishment for 
guilt or in financial 
saving at least sufficient to cover the 
cost of the investigation. 
But at a 
time when the greatest need of the 
country is for economy, it is a little 
hard on the 
public 
to see its hard­ 
earned tax money going to such pur­ 
poses with no visible gain. 
More lamentable still is the waste 
of legitimate time and energy which 
are needed for constructive achieve­ 
ments.

Eureka, August 8.— Most of those 
aboard the ill fated liner Alaska 
were cool and composed after the 
ship had struck the rocks and were 
being taken off in lifegoats and on 
life rafts, according to Mrs. Clafin 
W right of Deanville, N. J., and Miss 
Frances Eckstrom of Minneapolis. 
These two women were brought to 
Eureka aboard the barge Henry V il­ 
lain, wiiich the rescue ship Anyox 
had in tow. 
“ I wish I could tell the name of 
the Irishman who, when some of 
the women begafn to be hysterical, 
sang out cheerily: 
Don’t get scared, folks; we’re 
nil going to have ham and eggs in 
about an hour,’ ” said Miss Wright. 
She declared his conduct was ty­ 
pical of that of the men aboard the 
ship. 
Four-year-old Betty Sanders 
of 
Garfield, Wash., girded with a big 
life belt, was tossed about on the 
oil coated sea for seven hours and 
was picked up by rescuers at day­ 
light this morning. 
The child was traveling to her 
parents in I/os Angeles in charge 
of her grandmother, Mrs. Averill of 
Garfield. 
The woman, acording to 
survivors, placed the life belt about 
the little one and took her with her 
in one of the lifeboats. 
The boat 
upset in launching and the child 
was thrown into the sea. 
Hours later Betty was picked up, 
bobbing about on the sea, 
numb 
with cold, but still alive. 
She was 
placed aboard the Anyox and was

tee made public letters from them 
to the committee on the subject. 
The cabinet

explained 
that they favored an embargo be­ 
cause of national 
defense 
needs. 
“It is of great value to the navy,” 
Mr. Denby wrrote, “to encourage the 
development of chemical activities 
in the manufacture of all products 
connected with 
explosives 
and 
gases, especially 
those 
manufac­ 
turers, wrhose 
stablishments can 
easily be diverted to the manufac­ 
ture of war materials. 
The resto­ 
ration of the embargo clause will 
be of material help 
and 
I will 
greatly appreciate your assistance 
to this effect.” 
Embargo orders have been found 
necessary in England, Japan, Italy 
and France, Mr. Weeks said. 
He 
also declared that the chemical in­ 
dustry was vital to Germany in pro­ 
longing her efforts in 
the world 
war and expressed the opinion that 
high explosives and gases 
would 
play a far more important part in 
tutute wars.

Chicago, III., August 8.—Statisti­ 
cal news and crop information of 
late have been decidedly in favor 
of higher prices for grain, and a 
majority of traders are strongly 
of the opinion that sooner or later 
the world situation will foster a 
higher level of values, especially 
for wheat. The heavy reduction in 
supplies of potatoes 
and 
other 
foods, which have a direct bearing 
on the consumption of wheat, is re­ 
garded as a factor that must tell 
In the end. 
At 
present time, 
how'ever, there is a lack of specu­ 
lative interest, which is usually suf­ 
ficient to absorb hedging sales at 
this season, and this lack is mainly 
the cause of the persistent decline 
in values the last week. 
When everything is taken into 
consideration, the net loss of 3% 
cents for the W'eek w'as not severe. 
Corn, however, declined 3$i to 3 7-8 
cents. While oats were off I 5-8 to 
1% cents, the advancing tendency 
shown in the canned goods and oth­ 
er food products of late as the re­ 
sult of a light pack or crop, due to 
unfavorable 
weather 
conditions, 
has not reflected in the grain mar­ 
kets, and the general disposition is 
to look for steady or declining mar­ 
kets until late in the fall. Definite 
information as* to European crops 
has not been givenA a yet, although 
foreign authorities look for import 
requirements to equal those of last 
year, despite a good increase in 
the yield of wheat. 
Grain crops of the United States 
this year are back to around the 
average, according to the annual re­ 
port of the Continental and Com­ 
mercial National bank, issued yes­ 
terday. 
The wheat crop is esti­ 
mated at 775,000,000 bushels; corn, 
3.100.000.000 bushels; 
rye, 6p,000t- 
000; 
oats, 
1,175,000,000; 
barley, 
160.000.000, aftd potatoes, 370,000,- 
000. 
These figures differ but little 
from those issued by trade statis­ 
ticians, but are heavily short 
of 
last year. 
Reports on general business con­ 
ditions 
indicatae 
that 
trade 
is 
about 60 per cent of what it was 
before the collapse of 1920. A more 
optomistie feeling is noted and col­ 
lections are reported fair, a feature 
being tile payment of accounts long 
overdue. 
Retail stocks in all por­ 
tions of the country' are reported 
as light. 
An average of the returns indi­ 
cates that a majority of business 
men expect that general business 
will return to high tide in the fall 
of 1922. 
Crop conditions in the 
west are regarded as good enough 
to warrant anticipations of reason­ 
able business activity this fall, but 
there is still a hesitating tendency 
noted in some quarters on account

BORAH WARNS* AGAINST - 
INCREASE IN TAXES 


Washington, Aug. 6.—A warning 
to republican 
leaders 
against in­ 
creasing taxes in revising the in­ 
ternal revenue bill was given in the 
senate yesterday by Senator Borah 
(Rep.), Idaho, who also proposed 
reductions in army and navy ex­ 
penditures of nearly 
$500,000,000. 
The republican membership in con­ 
gress, he said, would be reduced if 
the public “clamor” for tax relief 
was not met. 
The Idaho senator introduced a 
resolution to reduce the army from 
150,000 to 100,000 men, which, he 
said, would effect a saving of about 
$100,000,000, and asked the naval 
committee to report a resolution of 
Senator King (Dem.), Utah, to stop 
work on six battleships of the In­ 
diana type. 
Little has been done 
on the construction of these battle­ 
ships, he explained, adding that by 
stopping 
the 
work 
$240,000,000 
could be saved. 
Another load of 
$1,000,000 a month could be saved, 
he 
continued , 
by 
withdrawing 
American troops from Germany in 
accordance 
with 
the 
“solemn 
pledge” of republicans during the 
presidential campaign. 
In urging that such steps be tak­ 
en, Senator Borah argued that the 
army and navy 
were 
the only 
places where economics could be 
effected sufficient to meet the rec­ 
ommendations of Secretary Mellon 
on taxation to the house ways and 
means committee. 
“I know of no 
clear 
way,” he 
said. 
“We can cut expenses here 
and there and dismiss a few em­ 
ployed but that will not reduce ex­ 
penses to the point that the secre­ 
tary of treasury says, we must do.’-
